Car chase through Didsbury 

• Last Tuesday night at 10:30 p.m. the Innisfail 
Freeway Patrol responded to a complaint of 
suspicious males putting a licence plate on the 
rear of a vehicle. This vehicle was of similar description to a car 
involved in a theft from a gas station at Red Deer's Gasoline 
Alley, a short time earlier. RCMP attempted to stop the car a 
short time later near Innisfail, but it failed to stop and continued 
south. The suspect avoided police spike belts at Olds and 
Didsbury, and was partially disabled north of Airdrie. The car 
continued into Calgary, where the Calgary Police Service took 
over the pursuit. The suspect vehicle was forced to stop on 17th 
Ave. S.E, and three males were taken into custody. 

Hughie Milo Twoyoungmen, 26, of Morley will be charged 
with several matters in relation to this incident, including 
dangerous driving, failing to stop for a peace officer, suspended 
driving, theft under $5,000 plus two other traffic offences. 

The other two occupants are under investigation at this time, 
and police believe the vehicle may be stolen. 



Town council notes 


New Sgt. makes first rec¬ 
ommendation 

Sgt. Ray Gaultier and newly 
assigned Sgt. Ron Platz attended 
last week's town council meet¬ 
ing. One man was there to say 
goodbye' and the other there to 
say 'hello.' Sgt. Gaultier who is 
retiring this month said, "I have 
certainly enjoyed my years here." 
Sgt. Platz said he was happy 
to be in Didsbury and wel¬ 
comed anyone on council or in 
the community to come speak 
to him. He also made a sugges¬ 
tion to council that the RCMP 
consider charging for crimi¬ 
nal record checks, which is 
not currently being done. Platz 
pointed out that every other 
municipality he has worked 
for has charged for this serv¬ 
ice. "It's not really a police 
function," he said. The council 
accepted the suggestion as in¬ 
formation and may address 
the issue at a later date. 

It's official 

The Countrywynde Estates 
development agreement is be¬ 
ing signed by both the town 
representatives and the devel¬ 
opers' lawyers. Council passed 
a bylaw stating they approve 
the density of 1.5 people per 
unit for the purposes of calcu¬ 
lating the off-site levies. Al¬ 
though council admitted that 
may be a little low for the 
adult community complex, 
they all agreed going to two 
would be considered unrea¬ 


sonable. 


Idea up in smoke 

Town council received a let¬ 
ter from local fire chief, Rick 
Mousseau asking them to par¬ 
ticipate in a program to pro¬ 
vide smoke detectors for any 
person who needs one. The 
fire department would then 
volunteer labor and time to 
install the detectors. The de¬ 
partment estimated up to 1500 
smoke detectors could be re¬ 
quired in the fire protection 
area and the cost would be 
split between the Rural Fire 
Protection Association and the 
town. The required contribu¬ 
tion would have been up to 
$7500 as part of Fire Protec¬ 
tion Month during October. 

The council denied the re¬ 
quest. "My opinion is that this 
is a user pay thing," said 
Mayor Ray Lea. "You need to 
give the fire department credit 
for initiative but the town just 
doesn't have the dollars." 

JAWS 

The Didsbury Volunteer Fire 
Department also requested 
funds from the town to pur¬ 
chase a new set of the so called, 
'Jaws of Life.' Council discussed 
alternatives to raise funds for 
the equipment but did not ap¬ 
prove the $12,000 to $15,000 in 
the fire department's budget for 
this year. Coun. Gary Dohla 
moved the item be considered in 
the 1998 budget instead.

Also on the steering commit¬ 
tee will be two members at large, 
Tony Martens and Cheryl Dahl. 
Also a prominent part of the 
discussion will be two contracted 
professional planners. 

However, all of these people 
aside, Wigg says the most im¬ 
portant information that will be 
put towards the plan will come 
from the public. 

"This is not meant to be a 
political process," says Wigg al¬ 
though he adds that the final 
draft will have to be approved by 
council. However, in the mean¬ 
time the town office says it is 
going to make a full fledged 
effort to make sure anyone who 
wants to have input will get 
their chance. 

"We will be holding a series of 
public meetings," he says. 

The first of which will be 
October 15 at the Five-0 Club 
from 4 to 8 p.m. 

"Please come out and take 
part in these meetings," he 
says. The whole initiative from 
start to finish, including a 
number of public meetings, is 
expected to take eight to 10 
months. 

The Municipal Development 
Plan is referred to by Wigg as 
'The Motherhood Document 
the town must use in future 
development." It outlines the 


zoning, road system plans, es¬ 
tablishing town densities, es¬ 
sential services, the environ¬ 
mental concerns, and many 
other aspects of future growth 
of Didsbury. Wigg explains if a 
request for a permit or a devel¬ 
opment were to cross his desk 
that does not meet the guide¬ 
lines created he is forced to 
deny the request. 

There are provisions to 
change the plan only if a by¬ 
law is passed by council. 

He says although the steer¬ 
ing committee will most likely 
spend most of their time exam¬ 
ining what is happening within 
town limits, they do realize 
the town will grow before an¬ 
other plan is written and will 
include plans for possible an¬ 
nexations. 

On that note, the steering 
committee will also be in dis¬ 
cussions with any interest 
groups that could be affected 
by the town's planning, for 
example the County of Moun¬ 
tain View. He also says it will 
include the school board, the 
Didsbury and District Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce and the Tour¬ 
ism and Economic Develop¬ 
ment Board. 

Wigg encourages anyone 
who would like to get involved 
in the process to call the town 
office.

A local boy is still rattled 
from his near brush with death 
in the form of a 800,000 ton 
train. 

David Schiffers was riding 
his bike towards home in the 
late afternoon Monday when he 
proceeded across the train cross¬ 
ing at 15 Ave. in Didsbury. 
Schiffers told the Review he was 
'sort of daydreaming and did 
not notice the signals that a 
train was coming through. 

To the horror of the occu¬ 
pants of three cars waiting at 


the lights they saw him go right 
by them. When he came to the 
realization he was about to be 
hit by the train, Schiffers jumped 
off his bike and rolled onto the 
gravel next to the tracks. On a 
split second later his bike was 
under the wheels of the locomo¬ 
tive and sparks from the metal 
frame were flying. A few mo¬ 
ments later all that remained 
was a piece of twisted metal that 
used to be his new bicycle. 

"I thank God he had a reac¬ 
tion to fear and jumped, for 
some people in the same situa-

had never been put into place. 

Town director of engineering 
and operational services, Wes 
Yeoman told the residents and 
the business owners he had re¬ 
searched with the provincial ar¬ 
chives of municipal bylaws and 
found nothing. 

"Everyone just assumed there 
was a bylaw," said Yeoman. 

Most local residents who 
spoke at the public meeting held 
before town council told the 
councillors they were concerned 
about noise and dust affecting 
their homes. Because the ma¬ 
jority of the people at the meet¬ 
ing felt this way, the council¬ 
lors chose not to address the 
issue of reopening the laneway 
and instead to pursue officially 
closing it. 


"This current administration 
is committed to doing this cor¬ 
rectly, even if that means cor¬ 
recting past mistakes," said Yeo¬ 
man who admitted the over¬ 
sight was embarrassing for cur¬ 
rent administration even 
though they were in power at 
the time. 

Mayor Ray Lea told the coun¬ 
cillors after the public meeting 
ended, "Let this be a lesson to 
us that we not let something 
like this go by the wayside." 

Coun. Vance van Dam made 
the motion to table the issue 
until further investigation and 
instructed the administration 
to draft a bylaw to have the 
laneway officially closed, the 
issue of where the barricade 
will go will be examined closely.

A laneway closure that started 
out to be a simple matter, turned 
into a mess that town council 
had to sort out last week. 

The laneway behind the Dids¬ 
bury Esso, or 16 Ave. and 20 St. 
has been blocked for seven years. 
A couple of business owners 
wished to have the laneway reo¬ 
pened and presented their case to 
town council at their Tuesday 
meeting. Among the voices of 
residents worried about too much 
traffic flow and the business own¬ 
ers, Coun. Don Watt spoke up. 

"Unfortunately that barrier 
that is up there now is illegal," 
said Watt. He told council no 
bylaw would be needed to remove 
the barrier if they so chose be¬ 
cause a bylaw to close the area

"The whole idea behind a jus¬ 
tice committee is to make the 
youth responsible for their ac¬ 
tions," says Gruber. She adds, 
"However, there is a fine line 
you've got to walk to make it 
effective and that's going to be 
the challenge.” 

Gruber says there should be 
no misconception that the com¬ 
mittee will either be a "bleeding 
heart" or too extreme in any case. 

We have a well rounded com¬ 
mittee," she says adding there 
are representatives of all justice 
viewpoints, ages, and communi¬ 
ties. All of the Youth Justice 


Committee volunteers also ad to 
undergo an oath of confidential¬ 
ity to protect the youth under the 
Young Offenders Act and each 
sitting member was also put 
through a security check. A for¬ 
mal constitution or set of guide¬ 
lines has also been written and 
submitted to Alberta Justice. 

The Didsbury Youth Justice 
Committee also reports it will 
send a report biannually to the 
Didsbury Review for publication. 

'We want everyone to know 
what we are doing," says Gruber. 
She adds, "It was a lot of work 
setting it (the committee) up, but 
everyone worked very, very hard." 


^ "In 1996 there were approximately 24 
young offender cases in this jurisdiction 
that would have been eligible to go to a 
Youth Justice Committee. The number 
was the same in 1995.

Train safety training 


Train safety has obviously 
been a concern, and always 
will be a concern in this town 
and towns across Canada 
who sit along the railway 
tracks. My advice-BE 
SMART. 

Use your head. I know af¬ 
ter living in Didsbury for 
many years, some may be¬ 
come ambivalent or even 
sometimes forget the tracks 
are there. But, there is a dif¬ 
ference between being inattentive and being alto¬ 
gether stupid when your life can hang in the balance 
of your decision. 

My first time in Didsbury (I can't believe that was 
six months ago) I witnessed something that made my 
eyes almost pop right out of my head. The train was 
coming, the whistle was blowing, the lights were going 
and a young person ran across the tracks just barely 
being missed. It was a stupid thing to do and could 
have cost him his life. 

Was there really somewhere he had to be that was 


so important that he was willing to trade in a brush with 
serious injury or worse yet, death to get there a few 
minutes earlier? 

Another alarming incident. A mother pushing a baby 
carriage runs across the tracks to beat an oncoming 
800,000 tonne speeding object. Need I say more? 

As for the coverage on a Calgary news station of a 
local boy who came within inches of his life when 
crossing the tracks, I found it to be somewhat slanted 
and an attack on our town. Let us not forget hundreds 
of small towns across Alberta are situated along the rail 
lines and very few have crossing gates. 

However, while watching the coverage one can plainly 
see in the background, the lights are flashing, the 
whistle is blowing, the bell is ringing and not one, not 
two, but three vehicles cross anyway, including a com¬ 
pany truck and a bus full of seniors. I don't get it. 

In this recent society we are so busy demanding our 
personal rights, we have forgotten our responsibilities. 
Yes, it is your right to be safe in the town. However, it is 
your responsibility to take the steps necessary to assure 
that safety. You can't always turn to someone else and 
blame them for something that you should have taken 
responsibility for. It's called scapegoating and it goes on 


way too much. 

Don't get me wrong, if anyone were to actually lose 
their life on the tracks it would be a horrible tragedy 
and I am far from opposed to getting gates, even at 
one I would feel more comfortable, but it's still a huge 
expense. 

Here's another question. To put in a crossing arm, 
the federal government would pick up 80% of the 
$191,000 cost, the town would pick up 12.5%, and 
Canadian Pacific Railways would cover only 7.5%. 
There is something I see being wrong with this equa¬ 
tion. CPR are the ones making all the money off the 
rail lines. Why are they only covering the smallest 
percentage of the cost? I would think it should be the 
town who would cover the smallest amount. 

If there was only one gate parents could train their 
kids to only cross the tracks at that crossing. But, 
then again, parents should have already trained their 
kids not to cross a track foolishly. 

Hey, I have an idea, why don't we let the issue go 
to plebiscite to see if we want to spend the money for 
the gates? Are the residents willing to see a tax 
increase to offset that cost? I would be, but then again 
I'm a renter.

Dear Editor, 

To allow the provincial gov¬ 
ernment to take the federal gov¬ 
ernment to court over gun leg¬ 
islation is beyond stupidity. The 
Constitution Act of 1982 de¬ 
tails a list in very, very clear 
language that even a grade four 
student could understand, de¬ 
tailing the division of Federal 
and Provincial Government 
powers. Section 92, Sub Sec¬ 
tion 13 gives property rights to 
the provinces. Now that may 


be tough for Ralph Klein to 
understand and it may be be¬ 
yond the intelligence of your 
average Judge but it is not too 
much for you and I to handily 
comprehend. 

Section 52 of the Constitu¬ 
tion Act, 1982 says, "The Con¬ 
stitution of Canada is the su¬ 
preme law of Canada, and any 
law that is inconsistent with 
the provisions of the Constitu¬ 
tion is, to the extent of the in¬ 
consistency, of no force or ef¬ 


fect." Sec. 94 of the Constitu¬ 
tion says any act changing this 
power shall not have effect in 
any province unless and until 
it is adopted an enacted as Law 
by the legislature thereof. So 
when you can show me where 
Bill C. 68 has been passed in 
the Alberta Legislature that is 
when I will register all of my 
firearms and until such time 
Mr. Klein and his Court chal¬ 
lenge and the Courts of Alberta 
can take a hike.

Premier Ignoring non-trench minority In 
Quebec when It comes to separation 


Dear Editor, 

This letter is written in re¬ 
sponse to a recent Calgary Her¬ 
ald article on the premiers' talks 
on national unity. 

The article stated that the pro¬ 
posed resolution included "a 
statement recognizingthe unique 
character of Quebec society and 
the role of the legislature of the 
Government of Quebec to pro¬ 
tect and develop the unique char¬ 
acter of Quebec society.” 

As a Canadian citizen who was 
born and raised in Quebec for the 
first 23 years of my life, it hurts 
deeply to see Premier Klein's in¬ 
difference to the plight of the 
nonfrancophone Quebec minor¬ 
ity. Statements of appeasement 
such as this toward the Quebec 
government only serve to give 
the government in Quebec more 
leverage to further harass that 
minority. These, our fellow Ca¬ 
nadians, should enjoy all the 
rights that position offers, not be 
made to feel like they don't be¬ 
long. Many of those who are 
young and energetic have left 
Quebec. Many, such as seniors 
who have little more than their 
home and pension don't have that 
option. Quebec is their home. 
Why should they be forced out? 

The article went on to state 
that, "The resolutions planned 
are non-constitutional so they 
don't require a public referen¬ 
dum, but Klein said the process. 
.. could eventually lead to amend¬ 


ing the Constitution." 

It has long been speculated 
that Premier Klein has aspira¬ 
tions to be Prime Minister. This 
apparent backdoor approach to 
amending the Constitution seems 
to be a step towards fulfilling 
that aspiration. But anyone who 
is indifferent to the needs of mi¬ 
nority language Quebec Canadi¬ 
ans has no right to be Prime 
Minister. 

Klein plans to have MLA's con¬ 
sult their constituents on the 
unity resolution, but "consulta¬ 
tions" of the Alberta public on 
issues such as health care ended 
in the government not listening 
to public opinion. Premier Klein 
plans to have the resolution 
passed in December by the Al¬ 
berta legislature. The legislature 
was not to reconvene until spring 
of 1998. Is he going to call it back 
not to discuss more pressing is¬ 
sues such as education, health 
care, VLTs, etc., but to simply 
pass this unity resolution? 

Call your MLA. Demand a pub¬ 
lic referendum on the unity reso¬ 
lution, not public "consultation".

Holland to cut back hog production 


Dear Editor, 

Before Albertans get too ex¬ 
cited about plans to triple pro¬ 
vincial hog production we should 
look at lessons learned in other 
parts of the world. 

On August 31CBC radio ran a 
story on the hog cholera epidemic 
that has broken out in Holland. 
The epidemic is attributed to in¬ 
tensive hog production in Hol¬ 
land, 15 million hogs, up from 
the 11 million hogs there ten 
years ago. There are too many 
hogs being raised too close to¬ 
gether. To date abut 800,000 dis¬ 
eased hogs have had to be slaugh¬ 
tered at a cost to Dutch taxpay¬ 
ers of $3 billion. The Dutch Min¬ 
istry of Agriculture plans a fur¬ 
ther 25% reduction in the hog 
population by the end of 1998, 
which would result in one-half of 
hog farmers being put out ofbusi- 
ness. 

The Dutch are very smart peo¬ 
ple, world renowned experts in 


agriculture and especially hog 
production. But they made a mis¬ 
take - too many intensive hog 
production farms in too small an 
area. Now they are paying the 
price. 

Some areas of Alberta already 
have the most intensive livestock 
productions in Western Canada. 
I wonder if we will be able to 
control our greed long enough to 
learn form the disastrous conse¬ 
quences of intensive hog farming 
in Holland, Taiwan and North 
Carolina? Taiwan also has a hog 
disease epidemic. North Carolina 
plans a two year moratorium on 
additional hog production. Or will 
we greedily keep increasing pro¬ 
duction until we are faced with 
our own hog disease epidemic. 

We should slow down and 
study the long term economic, 
disease and environmental risks 
before proceeding further.

COLOR BLINDNESS 


The term color blind is often 
applied to people who. strictly 
speaking, do not suffer color 
blindness. Only a few individ¬ 
uals actually see the world 
entirely in black and white In 
most other cases, the problem is 
a color deficiency which makes 
it difficult to recognize certain 
colors or shades 

The commonest type of color 
problem is the eye which uses 
all three primary colors, but in 
wrong proportions Another 
form is the person w ho only uses 
two of the three primary colors. 
Such an individual will be either 
red blind, green blind, or, 
extremely rare cases, blue blind 


It is a genetic defect which 
occurs primarily in men. Sixteen 
times as many men as women 
suffer from this form of color 
blindness. While there is no 
known cure, all is not hopeless. 
Some interesting work has been 
done with filters and tinted 
contact lenses which often help 
the individual discriminate 
between colors

Crop Report No. 21 for the week ending September 16, 1997 
Harvest activity over the last week was delayed across most of 
the reporting area due to rain and damp conditions. Depending on 
the amount of rain, a grade reduction is almost certain.With each 
passing week weather will become an even larger factor in a success¬ 
ful completion to the harvest. 

Alberta Pool reporting staff estimate 57% of the crop has been 
combined this year to date. The ten year average for combining at 
this date is 40%. Last year at this time 46% of the crop had been 
combined. Crop Districts (CD) #1 (Medicine Hat- Foremost) and CD 
# 4( Hanna- Empress) are 99% and 98% harvested. Farmers in the 
Peace River Region have only harvested 16 of the crop due to exces¬ 
sive moisture conditions which have delayed crop maturity and har-

Grade estimates, with comparison to the last year (in brackets) follow. An estimated 56% (40) 
of the hard red spring wheat will grade # 1 CWRS, 20% (28) # 2 CWRS, 17% (24) will make # 3 
CWRS and 6% (9) will be Canada Feed. 20% (20) of the barley is expected to grade malt, while 66% 
will be # 1 CW and 14% (11) will grade #2 CW. 81% (77) canola is thought to be # 1 Canada, 8% 
(18) should grade #2 Canada, 5% (4) will make # 3 Canada and 7% (1) will grade Sample. Grade 
estimates have fallen from last week due to poor weather conditions and could fall further if soggy 
conditions continue. 

Frost was reported at 5 stations this week with mostly very light to light damage Excessive 
moisture was indicated by 8 stations with varying degrees of damage. Phil work is beginning in 
various areas and will become more general as harvest is completed district by district. 

Dry, warm weather anywhere from one to four weeks of favourable weather is required to allow 
harvest to be cleaned up depending on the location.

tion of any task depends on 
alertness, knowledge and haz¬ 
ard awareness.

Nowhere is this more evident 
than at harvest time, however 
fatigue, drowsiness and illness 
frequently contribute to mis¬ 


haps in the field. Recognize when 
you have had "enough" and turn 
the operation over to someone 
else.

going or 
calm your nerves. Drugs and 
alcohol work against the keen 
awareness that is vital to safety. 

Operators should be dressed 
for comfort and safety. Non-slip 
lace-up protective work boots 
will protect your feet, plus an¬ 
kle, knee and hip joints. Close 
fitting coveralls are a must 


around machinery and appro¬ 
priate safety gear should be worn 
where noise, dust or toxic mate¬ 
rials pose hazards. 

Periodic breaks relieve the 
monotony of machine operation. 
If you are going to eat in the 
field at least shut it off, climb 
down and relax for 15 minutes. 
Try to establish set times for 
breaks throughout the day. As 
a farm operator it is crucial that 
you not push family members, 
employees or yourself beyond 
reasonable limits of endurance. 

Remember, safety is an atti¬ 
tude, so from Mountain View 
Partners for Farm Health and 
Safety, take a break for safety's 
sake and save a little work for 
tomorrow.
